Ivlr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of 
Disley  for  the  year  ended  3'ist  December 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  estimated  population,  and 
an  increased  number  of  births.  No  infant  death  occurred,  but  there 
was  one  still-birth.  There  was  a small  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
measles  of  moderate  severj.ty.  One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  notified,  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  either  the  pulmonary  or  non- 
pulmonary  form  of  the  disease.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  once  again 
no  case  of  diphtheria  occurred. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  dealing  ^vith  insanitary  property 
in  the  district  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  Progress  has  already  been  made  in  dealing  with  some  of  the 
worst  property. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  help  in 
preparing  Sections  A to  H of  this  report. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  Special  arrangements  are  made  for 
immunisation  to  bo  performed  at  the  end  of  each  "'Welfare  Session.  In  addition, 
imifunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

Services  provided  by  the  ROigional  Hosoital  Board 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Rural  District,  and  patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to  hospitals 
outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases  other  than 
smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for 
smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys  Smallpox  Hospital,  Lancashire,  and 
at  the  Ains’worth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tubei’culosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Great  Egerton 
Street,  Stockport. 

SECTION  0 

GEimAL  SANITARY  CIRCmiSTANCES 

1 . '"'a ter  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 

and  miost  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains.  A few  farms  and 
isolated  houses  situated  on  high  ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and  springs, 
a few  having  bore-holes.  The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an 
almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered,  and 
chlorinated,  and  is  subjected  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
by  the  Stockport  Corporation,  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  miain  road  and 
lower  areas  of  the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the 
Goyt  Valley  supply. 

7 samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  taken  during  the  year. 

6 were  satisfactory  and  1 v;as  unsatisfactory. 

2.  Drainage  &,  Sewerage.  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  and  two 
sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  Council.  Most  houses  are  connected  to  the 
sewers  and  those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated  positions.

3.  Rivers  and  Streams  The  River  Goyt  forms  the  Northern  boundary  of  the 
district,  and  the  Bollinghurst  Brook  in  the  South  "Westerly  boundary.  The 
effluents  from  the  Waterside  and  Coppice  Se'wage  Works  discharge  respectively 
into  these.

5.  Public  Cleansing  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by  the 
Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail 
closets  have  been  collected  each  fortnight. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s 
Tip  in  Greenshall  Lane.  After  discharge  the  refuse  is  raked  over  and  covered 
by  a layer  of  overburden  sand  and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand. 


6.  Rodent  Control  A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  25-  days  in  each  alternative 
tveek.  The  Council's  sev'ers  v/ere  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year,  an 
the  infestations  were  again  found  to  be  slight.  The  sewage  ?/orks  and  refuse 
tip  were  inspected  regularly?  and  treated  as  necessary.  Infestations  at  the 
refuse  tip  were  occasionally  of  a major  character.
